This would naturally call for pos- 
tal cancellations from such a 
town. For fear you do not re- 
member, Lidice was a Czechoslo- 
vakian town which was complete- 
ly sacked and destroyed, all its 
residents being killed in cold 
blood by the murderous Huns. 
History of this event tells the 
story of this person that the atro- 
city became known to the world. 
For a time there was a rumor that 
this country would issue a special 
postage stamp honoring Lidice 
and some publishers of Envelopes 
for First Day covers actually 
printed and sold envelopes for 
such a stamp which never ma- 
teralized. 


Collectors have for the past 
year been sending covers address- 
ed to the Postmaster at Lidice for 
the Lidice cancellation and in all 
such attempts no such cancella- 
tion has been available. 

Following the publication of our 
appeal for information in our is- 
sue of the 23rd September, sever- 
al letters from readers in the 
vicinity of this supposed town of 
Lidice have given us information 
from which we can put together 
the following story. 

Leslie T. Hicks of Joliet, Iil., 
says: 

“Lidice: (Ills.) is a name, not 2 
town. This name was given to a 
re-subdivision of part of Stern 
Park Gardens, which lies about %4 
mile north of the west part of 
Joliet, Illinois. A large number of 
small so-called defense homes 
were built here to ease the hous- 
ing shortage caused by new muni- 
tions plants in this area. The Chi- 
cago Sun gave the new Lidice 
quite a lot of publicity, and a 
shrine with a never-to-be-extin- 
guished light was to be placed 
there, in everlasting memory to 
the village of Lidice, Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, which was so completely 
demolished by the Germans. A 
temporary shrine was edected a- 
bout a year ago, and was duly ded- 
icated with hely of The Joliet High 
School Band, the Czech National 
Choir of Chicago, several Czech 
dignitaries and Wendall Willkie. 
I can not say if the permanent 
shrine ever was placed or if the 
light still burns. There would 
never be a Post Office there, any 
way, as this area is served from 
the Joliet office.” 

From Mr. J. M. Westpahl of Jo- 
liet, we take the following: “I 
think this Lidice is a subdivision 
in the southwest corner of the 
township of Lockport, Will Coun- 
ty, Illinois, and close to the city 
of Joliet. A private enterprise 
where lots can be bought and 
homes built, backed by one of the 
Federal Loaning organizations. 
Mail to reach this Lidice would 
have to be addressed to Lockport, 
Will County, Illinois.” 

You will note that Mr. Hicks 
states that Lidice, the suburb or 
subdivision is served from the Jo- 
liet Postoffice while Mr. Westpahl 
says that mail for Lidice has to go 
through the Lockport, Post office. 
Will somone clear this up? 

Adam Pasold of Joliet says: “Li- 
dice, Ill., was dedicated on June 
10, 1942 by Government Officials 
and Czechoslovakian Societies. It 
has no postoffice. Have sent out 
many covers with this information 
tied to the stamp.” 

Mr. Pasold sends us one such 
cover which is probably the near- 
est thing anyone can get to a Li- 
dice canceliation. The cover he 
uses is that Poppenger cover 
titled, “We Won’t Forget Lidice” 
and with a town in flames pic-

Sale of the French Flag Stamp on 
First day covers at Washington, D. C., 
on September 28th, totaled 163,478. 
Stamps sold 500,921 for a total face 
value of $25,046.05, 

This gives France second place in 
number of first day covers and queer- 
ly enough France is only beaten by 
Luxembourg which ran to 166,367 first 
day covers. These figures clearly indi- 
cate how erratic collectors are for cer- 
tainly the sale of the Luxembourg 
first day covers is not from any great- 
er ber of Nati Is of this country 
in America.

The Varieties In 
The New Flag Stamps 





By John H. Engel 

In order to avoid any misunder- 
standing I must explain that there 
have not been discovered any real 
errors in these new stamps, no 
inverts and no color trials. 

However there are quite a lot 
of minor varieties appearing reg- 
ularly in the same part of a sheet. 
They can be clearly distinguished 
and should not be called “inci- 
dental misprints.’’ Many of these 
incidents have been found and 
are sold rapidly at astonishingly 
high prices. E. G. a case where 
threads fell on the sheet before 
it was printed. After they were 
removed a white line of all kinds 
of shape was showing on the 
stamps. 

The following list of flag var- 
ieties has keen made after careful 
examinations of hundreds of 
sheets, ard contains only the reg- 
ularly appearing varieties. In 
other words, items of which two 
or more completely identical 
copies have been found, They are 
as below: 

In the following list the num- 
bers refer to the position of the 
stamp in the sheet. Starting at 
upper left corner and counting 
across the sheet, stamps are num- 
ber 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5, second row, 
5. 7, 8, 9 and 10 and so on through 
the sheet. 


POLAND Here two _ different 
printings are to be discriminated. 
lst printing: Shaded lines in 
the flag are very light, flag color 
light red. Frame light purple. 
2nd printing: Very dark shaded 
lines in the flag. Red in the flag 
inclines towards carmine. Frame 
dark purple.

The transom over our door 
was forced down and _ thieves 
which are believed to be kids en- 
tered the store and made away 
with stamps and colleetions with 
a value over $5,000, this was done 
Sept. 24. Among the things taken 
were: 

Five Collections mounted in In- 
ternational Junior albums. No 
cutstanding stamps were in any 
of the collections. 

One U. S. Collection mounted 
in National loose leaf. 

One Stock book of Russian 
stamps both in mint and used. 
Many current sets and scarce air 
mails in this book. 


Iceland, Haiti and Switzerland 
both mint and used. Almost all 
Semi-Postals of Finland were in 
this book, from one to 15 sets. 
One Stock book of Vatican 
City, Hungary and other coun- 
tries. 
One large stock book of Mint 
U. S. and Canal Zone also 1 large 
stock book of U. S. used from 
Bi-Cents to date. The mint book 
had the imperfs, coils, Famous 
Americans, Kansas and Nebras- 
kas and 19th and 20th century 
regular issues. 
Five other stock books of var- 
ious countries such as Spain, Ja- 
pan, Belgium, Austria, Poland 
and a large number of Used Bri- 
tish Colonies. The British col- 
onies being very strong in Strait 
Settlements. Other British run- 
ning from single copies to several 
hunded copies of each. Two of 
these stock books were of very 
old type and probably made a- 
bout 1910. 
We are familiar with collec- 
tions as a whole to be sold from 
this state and for this reason we 
ask the cooperation of all in 
hopes that the thieves will be 
caught.

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Tentative Program For 
Pan-American Centenary 
Of The Postage Stamp 


A report has just been released 
as to the activities of the General 
Committee in Charge of Arrange- 
ments in connection with the 
forthcoming Pan American Cente- 
nary of the Postage Stamp to be 
conducted on November 26, 27 and 
28 by the Pan American Union 
and the American Philatelic Con- 
gress, at Washington, D. C. 

One of the most surprising re- 
ports received at the meeting was 
that of Sol Glass in charge of the 
Exhibition which is to be held as 
a feature of this 9th American 
Philatlic Congress. It appears that 
arrangements have already been 
made with collectors located in 
various localities stretching from 
New York to the Far West, which 
will bring together Latin Ameri- 
can Collections of the earliest is- 
sues of the twenty-one Republics 
of the Western Hemisphere. In 
addition, there will be several 
further groupings of unusual 
character as, for example, the New 
World bi-sects and also Special 
Deliveries, as well as Air Mails 
and some Government participa- 
tion. 

Due to the past habits of giv- 
ing greater publicity to United 
States and British Commonwealth 
philatelic interest, it has to some 
extent erroneously been assumed 
that Latin America has had but 
little of philatelic character to 
offer. The Congress Exhibition, 
however. will disclose that South 

. and Central America hold forth 
philatelic riches ‘and treasures 
equal to those of the Old World, 





with many fields awaiting fur- 
ther exploration and relatively 
abundant quantities of stamps 


available for the building of in- 
triguing collections by the ave- 
rage collector. 

The fertliity of Latin American 
philatelic fields will further be 
demonstrated by the reading of 
specialized prepared papers and 
their discussion on a wide varie- 
ty of Inter-American stamp top- 
ics. Among those already on 
hand for publication in the 1943 
Congress Year Book are:

EXACT STATUS OF LIDICE 
IS STILL UNCERTAIN 


Continued From Page 1 





tured below the wording.” 

Mr. Pasold typewrote “Lidice, 
Ill., Located in Lockport Town- 
ship, Lockport, Illinois.” on a 
sheet of paper, trimmed this to 
about a quarter inch in width, 
placed the lower end across the 
picture on the cover in the lower 
left corner, and the other end un- 
der where the stamp would be 
placed, glued it to the envelope 
and placed a stamp over one end 
of the strip of paper, thus when 
canceled it gives a very nice tied 
on identification mark but the 
cancellation is LOCKPORT, ILL. 

Mr. William Tyler McComb of 
Huntington, W. Va., collects can- 
cellation on postal cards and sent 
a card addressed to the Postmas- 
ter at Lidice, Ill. The card came 
back to him canceled at Lockport 
and with the following note from 
the Lockport postmaster. “I am 
sorry to inform you that LIDICE, 
ILL., has no Postoffice. They re- 
ceive their mail through our of- 
fice, via Rural Free Delivery.” 

From Mrs. Chas. Wallstrom of 
Minneapolis we have a_ letter 
which states, “at the Minnesota 
State Fair this year was a booth 
run by the people of Czechoslo- 
vakia and among their displays 
were postcards with pictures of 
Lidice in their own country and 
one of Lidice in Illinois.” Mrs. 
Wallstrom sends a card of the Ill- 
inois Lidice which is of a typical 
row or street of the small one 
story and one and a half story 
homes that have been built in 
groups of 50 to 100*or more in 
many parts of the country. 

Further information comes in 
a letter from Mr. Guy Jasinski of 
Urbana, Ohio, from which we 
quote as follows: 

“In the Sept. 23 issue (page 3, 
column 5) inquiry is made as to 
why there is no post office named 
Lidice (Lee’ dit-se) in Illinois. 
Following the destruction of the 
town of this name in Ceska (Bo- 
hemia), it was reported that the 
Illinois town of Lockport, situated 
four miles north of Joliet in Will 
county, had been renamed Lidice. 
However, I find that the 1943 of- 
ficial state. highway map and the 
highway maps issued by the var- 
ious oil companies have not recog- 
nized the change of name. And, 
should the change in name of 
the town be official, that act of 
the village council would not 
change the name of the U. S. post- 
office. We have in Ohio dozens of 
towns whose official names are at 
variance with those given by the 
postal authorities. Therefore, re- 
gardless of what the citizens and 
city dads of Lockport did in re- 
gard to the changing of the name 
of their home town, the name of 
the postoffice will remain Lock- 
port until such time as the United 
States Postoffice Department 
changes the name of the postof- 
fice at that locality also. Should 
you desire further enlightenment 
on this subject I shall be glad to 
obtain it for you from another of 
my Bohemian friends in Chicago, 
an erudite gentleman who, by the 
way, is a cousin to ex-President 
Benes of Czechoslovakia.” 

Further news comes in a letter 
from William H. Robin just as 
we had completed the above story 
and this news seems to justify the 
original belief that postmarks 
from Lidice were at one time 
available, altho it is evident that 
they are no longer obtainable. 
Mr. Robin says: “I have first day 
covers from this post office in my 
collection. Moreover, several times

Until we can have a 
cover for illustration in our col- 
umns we will have to let Lidice lie 
as the “mystery town”. 

We are making further inqui- 
ries and hope to establish certain 
facts which are not yet cleared up. 
None of our readers state if Lidice 
is an incorporated town or vil- 
lage, some think Joliet serves it 
while others state Lockport. Per- 
haps we can get positive and def- 
inite information later.

THAT NORWAY DOUBLE PRINT AROUSES INTEREST 

We had hoped by this time to have some explanation as to the 
cause of the double print of the word NORWAY as illustrated in our 
issue of October 7, for we submitted a block of the stamps to the 
American Bank Note Company at New York and asked if they could 

s have one of their pressmen explain how such a 
print could happen. 

From the letter we received back from the 
ABNCo. it would seem apparent that their contract 
with the Post Office Department is such that they 
would not be permitted to tell anyone that they 
used red ink in printing some of the stamps. Like 
so many other things that we run up against in 
our stamp studies, the matter is a trivial one to 
the Department, yet they evidently think that re- 
lease of information such as we inquire about 
might result in the sinking of the entire American 
Navy. 

Perhaps we are a bit hasty in the above re- 

Geo. W. Linn = mark but it makes one boil over to have such non- 
sensical letters in reply to a question which can hurt no one yet 
would be greatly appreciated by the millions of stamp collectors. The 
Bank Note Company merely advised us that their contract with the 
Department at Washington forbade their giving out any information 
of any sort whatever and that our letter with the stamps submitted 
had been sent to Mr. Alvin W. Hall, of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing at Washington. 

Up to this moment we have no word from Mr. Hall, but we do 
believe that Mr. Hall understands fully just what there is about this 
double print that intrigues stamp collectors and we do hope that the 
delay in hearing from him is solely because he is making a real ef- 
fort to find out just what has happened to cause this unusual print. 
ing. To one who understands something about printing and _litho- 
graphing it is a most extraordinary occurrence yet the explanation 
may be very sinple if one knew by just what manner and method the 
entire printing process was completed. 

Some prolific writers have already sent us pages full of their 
own opinion and their explanations for this variety, one such party 
stating that since the stamps are not surface printed “It is my judg- 
ment that the centers of the Overrun Nations 5 cent stamps are all 
typographed, since the character of the lines and solid blocks of 
color agree closely with that on typographed stamps * * * The fact 
that the American Bank Note Company speaks of these centers as 
“surface printed” lends force to this origin or mode of manufacture, 
since that term does not mean lithography in any of its forms, in 
printing trade usage. The lines lack the characterisation of ltho- 
graphed work of any sort, whether offset or ordinary, when exam- 
ined under a high power lens”. 

All the above from the great Steve Rich which should show any- 
one clearly that Steve is getting old and his eyesight is failing and 
that he has consulted the wrong printers, for lithographing does come 
within the scope of surface printing and every sheet of these stamps 
have characteristics which definitely place them as lithographs for 
the flags. Other theories by Mr. Rich are given also, some based on 
how stamps were printed before he was born, he does not know that 
in modern printing offsetting from one sheet to another has been 
entirely eliminated on high speed presses through use of an offset-gun. 

Until we can have some definite facts we shall have to wait for 
the rea] explanation of this error. 

Mr. Roberts, the finder of thes eerrors adds further information 
by stating that our theory as to how the double occurred sounds 
plausible because he has since found some of the NORWAY stamps 
in which the word NORWAY is a decided pinkish color rather than 
the red as in the flag. This is not in keeping with what we meant in 
our remarks as to the probable transfer of the flag in one operation 
and the transfer of the word NORWAY in nother operation. We meant 
the transfer to the lithographic plates, while Mr. Roberts’ find of the 
word in a color different than the flag would indicate a _ separate 
printing of the flag and the word. However, let us wait, perhaps Mr. 
Hall will come up with the real explanation which all collectors 
anxiously await. 

THIEF, ROBBER, HIGH-JACKER 

Some of the boys who have sent us sums of 60c, 85c, or $1.00 in 
the past severa weeks for some of the Artists for Victory Poster 
stamps with the special enveo!pes we have offered have called us all 
those names and many more. We have been accuse dof almost every- 
thing under the sun and have had to sit still and take it. In a few 
very rapid cses we did take time to rush a reply but in most instances 
we just threw the letters in the WPB as we are overcrowded with 
mail, worq and everything else and at our age can not take the ten 
or twelve hours per day. that were our usual meat when we started 
this paper. 

Facts are that we have plenty of the stamps, we run out of en- 
velopes and had to ask the local printer to print more for us. That 
was five or six weeks ago. Today, as we write this copy we have re- 
ceived this new supply, thus all orders on hand will doubtless be in 
the mail by the time this appears in print and we only want ‘to say 


that in the future, when anyone orders anything from us, if they 
think we are going to decamp with their few pennies, just write and 
ask that we refund the money else sit patiently and wait for we have 
not time to reply to all these inquiries. Some days we write fifty or 
sixty letters, all necessary ones and with all we have to do, without 
any help to do it, we just do our best and let the chips fly. 

Right now we are refunding every remittance for Glassine paper 
sheets and for Silver Streak cover pages for we are out of glassine. 
We may have more in a few weeks and we may not, so we are re- 


turning such remittances as they come.

Stamps Not Objects 
Of Art, Says Judge 
At White Plains, N. Y. 


In a recent issue of the New 
York Law Journal there is a re- 
port of a decision by a judge in 
the White Plains Surrogate Court 
to the effect that postage stamps 
are not “objects of art.” 

The late William B. Laidlaw 
collecigd ship models, pictures. 
objects of art generally, all of 
which he bequeathed to his wife. 
Also he had a stamp collection 
housed in seventy-two volumes 
and appraised at nearly $38,000. 
This he did not specifically men- 
tion in his will. 

The court was asked to decide 
whether the stamp collection fell 
within the meaning of objects of 
art or should be included in the 
residuary estate. In his decision 
the judge commented: 

“As to the articles termed ‘ob- 
jects of art, it may be said that 
such articles ordinarily serve an 
ornamental and incidentally use- 
ful purpose, and are calculated to 
meters.

Flags Of Overrun Nations, | 


Their History And Origin| _ 


Mr. William S. Milligan of Tem- 
leton, California has compiled a 
brief bit of information concerning 
the flags of the Overrun Nations| 
for which the current series of! 
flag stamps is being issued, 

The information is taken from 
an article in the National Geogra- 
phic Magazine of September 1934 
and appears to agree with the 
flags thus far used on the stamps 
that have appeared except for 
the stamp of Poland. 

It is stated that the Polish flag 
with the eagle on it is for use only 
within Poland and that the flag 
of the two stripes as printed on 
the stamp is one that is used out- 
side of Poland. 

It is noted also that two differ- 
ent Albanian flags are described. 
Let us watch and see which is 
used by the Postoffice Depart- 
ment in producing the Albanian 
stamp. 

ALBANIA—MERCHANT: The 
merchant flag of Albania is form- 
ed of three equal horizontal bars 
upper and lower deep red, and 
the other black. 

ALBANIA — NATIONAL: The 
national flag of Albania carries 
the black double-headed eagle of 
Skanderbeg, the great 15th, cen- 
tury patriot of the country. The 
national flag of Albania _ carries 
the black double-headed eagle of 
Skanderbeg, the great 15th cen- 
tury patriot of the country. The 
old Albanian tradition is that 
the Albanians are descendants of 
an eagle. 

AUSTRIA—The Austrian flag 
is made up of three bars, two red 
and one white. These colors are 
supposed to have originated with 
the Babenberg dynasty. It is re- 
lated that Leopold of Babenberg, 
a famous Crusader of the 12th 
century, found when returning 
from a battle that his white cloak 
was red with blood except for the 


part protected by his belt, and 

thereupon decided to adopt its 

colors for his own, 
BELGIUM—The colors of the 


Belgian flag are taken from the 
arms of Brabant the yellow from 
the lion, the red from his tongue, 
and the black from the shield. 

CZECHOSLOVAKIA — The 
Czechoslovakian flag was estab- 
lished by law March 30th, 1920. 
The red and white colors are those 
of the Kingdom of Bohemia and 
the blue that of Moravia. 

DENMARK — ENSIGN — The 
“Dannebrog,” the flag of Denmark 
is reputed to be the oldest in use 
in the world. According to tradi- 
tion it fell from heaven during the 
Battle of Lindanissa (now Tall- 
inn) on June 15th, 1219, when 
Valdemar II of Denmark defeat- 
ed the Estonias. 

FRANCE — The Tricolor of 
France traces its origin back to 
Clovis. After the Battle of Tol- 
biac (Zulpich), 496 A. D., Clovis 
adopted the blue cope of St. Mar- 
tin as his banner. From about 
the 11th century until the battle 
of Agincourt, 1415 A. D., the ori- 
flamme or red flag of St. Denis 
became the banner of the French. 
The banner of the Bourbons was 
white. The Tricolor was first used 
in 1789 and reached its present 
form in 1830. 

GREECE—The first Greek flag 
put into use in 1822 consisted of 
a white cross on a_ red _ field. 
There have been many changes 
since then, but there has always 
been a cross on the flag. 

LUXEMBOURG—The colors of 
the flag of Luxembourg are taken 
from the coat of arms of the an- 
cient Duchy of Luxembourg, 

NETHERLANDS—tThe first flag 
of the Netherlands bore the colors 
of William of Orange, orange, 
white and blue. In 1599 they were 
ordered to be three equal horizon- 
tal stripes. About the middle of 
the 17th century the orange ap- 
pears to have been superseded by 
red, though it still shows up in 
the old flag of the Orange Free 
State. The present flag was a- 
dopted by Royal Decree in 1807. 

NORWAY—MERCHANT—With 
its blue, white-bordered cross on 
a field of red, the Merchant Flag 
of Norway no longer bears the 
union mark that until 1898 signi- 
fied Norway’s union with Sweden. 

POLAND—MERCHANT — The 
Merchant flag of Poland is the Na- 
tional Flag or white over red with 
a white eagle displayed on a red 
field. Although Poland is a re- 
pubile, is is interesting to note 
that the eagle still remains crown- 


ed. 
YUGOSLAVIA—The ensign of | 


Yugoslavia, with its double head- 
ed eagle dates from 1918. On the 
breast of the eagle are the arms 





of Serbia, Crotia, and Slavonia. 
The National and Merchant Flags 
are the same as the ensign, ex- 
cept that the arms are omitted.

Pages will be printed on both sides, but by 
interleafing with blank paper, one can readily paste the newly listed covers clipped 
from later issues of Linn’s Weekly Stamp News, to the loose blank pages and thus 
keep everything in perfect order. Following the publication of the catalogue, all 
newly issued covers as well as covers not listed in the catalogue will be listed in 
the same style as in the catalogue and thus may be clipped and pasted on your 
loose pages in order to keep the catalogue up to date in every detail.
